Provided that any rum may be taken out of bond for the purpose of being used exclusively in any 
laboratory or in the preservation of specimens of natural history for any Public Museum in the Colony, 
and subject to such regulations as have bsen cr may from time to time be mate in that bshalf by the 
Comptruller of Customs with the approval of the Governor, shall be exempt from duty.

1, Merchants or others requiring the attendance of officers before or after legal hours or on Sun- 
days or Public Holidays are to make application in writing to the Comptroller or Sub-Comptroller de- 
tailing the nature of the service required, and stating the time it is desired the attendance should com- 
mence and approximately terminate. All overtime requests are to contain an undertaking to pay any 
expenses incurred, 

2. Officers called out from home for short broken periods during the night may make a reasonable 
addition not exceeding two hours to the time of actual attendance so a3 to cover the time occupied in 
proceeding from and returning to their residences, subject to the following definitions :-— 

The expression “ short broken periods ” means any period not exceeding five hours and not immedi- 
ately preceded or succeeded by attendance on regular or other duty. |

The expression “ during the night ” means between the hours of 8 p.m, and 6 a.m. 

The expression “ reasonable addition ” means not less than one hour or more than two hourr. 

Two hours may be added to an attendauce for actual work that does not exceed three hours, and 
one hour to an attendance of more than three and not exceeding five hours, 

3. With regard to any service rendered at Merchants’ request on Sundays or Public Holidays by 
officers attached to the various branches of the department attendance given by such officers on Sundays 
and Public Holidays from 9 a.m, to 4p. in the indoor department from 7 a.m. to 4 p.m, io the 
landing and shipping branch, and from 7 a.m. to 4 p.m, in the warehouse branch is to count as a day’s 
work and is to be remunerated according to the scale laid down in paragraph 638. 

4, When an officer is not required to give attendance for the convenience of the public on a Sunday 
vr Public Holiday during the whole of the day, as defined in the preceding paragraph, fractions of a day 
for purposes of remuneration are to be reckoned as follows :— 

When the attendance given does not exceed quarter day, to be charged as a quarter day. 

. When the attendance exceeds quarter day but does not exceed half day to be charged as half day. 

When the attendance given exceeds half day, but does not exceed three-quarter day, to be charged 
as three-quarter day. 

When the attendance given exceeds three-quarter day, to be taken as one day. 

The minimum charge for attendance given on a Sunday or Public Holiday is to be a quarter day 
and any attendance given outside the hours specified in the preceding paragraph is to be paid for in 
addition at the usual overtime rates per hour, 

5, When attendance is given at the merchant’s request for a ship to load or discharge cargo on a 
Sunday or Public Holiday at hours other than between 7 a.m. and 5 p.m. and the ship does not work 

cargo at the hour fixed, or works for only two or three hours before 7 a.m. or after 5 p.m. compensation 
representing two additional hours overtime is to be paid to the officer by the agent of the ship or other 
person engaging the services of the officer. - 

6. Officers who attend on request and act in a capacity superior tu their own, for the convenience 
and at the expense of mer chants are entitled to payment at rates according to the higher scale. 

7. When the charges for overtime attendance is by the hour, proportionate charges are to be mada 
for each quarter hour or forany fractional part thereof, not being less than ten minutes) When the 
services of an officer are given si multaneously on behalf of two or more persons, the overtime charges are 
to be divided between and among such persons in equal preportions.

11 free grants were made to returned soldiers to be made absolute on the condition of continual beneficial occupation. 
Grants are sold in lots up to 10 acres each at 10 shillings per acre, plus survey fees and cost of preparing title, which 
amount to £3.2.6. Agricultural Leases are made for periods up to 99 years xt rental of 10 pence per acre, plus survey 
fees and cost of preparing title. Grazing leases for similar periods at rental of 8 shillings and 4 pence per square mile per 
annum ; cost of survey aud preparing title extra. Grazing permissions are renewable annually at a cost of £3.2.6 per 
annum. 


Timber leases are granted for tracts exceeding 5,000 acres for such term, at such rental and subject to such special terms 
and conditions as may be agreed upon, as to rental, &c., royalty to be paid on all forest products removed. 'imber 
licences are usually for a period of 1 year and are subject, ordivarily, toa rental of 2}d. per acre per annum up to 2,000 
acres, and 3d. por acre in excess of 2,000; royalty paid on products removed, and a minimum royalty charge of 10 cents for 
every acre of land comprised in each Licence is payable. 


Balata licences which only permit of tapping of the balata trees extend from 5 to 15 years, annual rental £4.3.4, royalty 
on gum produced, filing fee with application, £1.13.4. 


Bonds are required in connection with all Timber leases and Timber and Balata licences for the due performance of the 
conditions of the lease and as security against destruction of the forests.

The average utilization of timber from the Crown Forests for 5 years ending 31st Decr., 1924 was 636,063 cubic feet; this 
includes 138,707 cubic feet exported of which greenheart formed 99°21 per cent. The total home consumption of 
local and imported timber was 769,787 cubic feet of which greenheart formed 12°78 per cent; this includes 272.431 cubic 
feet of pine lumber imported from Canada and the United States of America.

No records are available of the production of timber and other articles from private lands consumed in the Colony. 
Numerous enquiries continue to be received from outside sources regarding the timber resources of the Colony; but the 
financial depression has militated against investment of outside capital. A god deal of interest appears to have been 
nroused in the question of supplies of Mora (Dimorphandra Mora or Mora ex elsa) for manufacture of railway sleepers : 
both that wood and Wallaba (Eperua falcata) have been proved suitable for the purpose on the lucal railways and arge 
uantities of Mora sleepers have been shipped to the Barbados Government Railway. Both these woods are obtainable in 
arge quantities, 2,363 labourers were employed in the forests in the timber industry and 3,565 in Ba'ata tipping. 
There are 6 power-driven Saw-mills in Georgetown, 4 in New Amsterdam, 1 on the Courantyne Kiver, 1 on Canje River, 
1 on Berbice River, 1 on Waini River, N.W.D., and 5 on the Essequibo River and 1, a water-power (Government) Mill at 
Christianburg on the Demerara River. Four power-driven wood working facturies are in Georgetown. A number of 
saw-pits are located in various districts for cutting up timber by hand-power.

5.—WATER POWER. 


The natural water powe. :esources of the Colony are generally believed to be considerable. Kaieteur Fall on the Potaro 
River, the largest of the sources of potential energy, has a perpendicular drop of 741 feet with a width in the rainy season 
of 400 feet and is situated within feasible distance of present centres of activity. On the numerous rivers there are a 
number of water-falls which though not of very great height are of considerable volume. No systematic investigation of 
the water-power resources of the Colony has so far been attempted, but a preliminary examination has recently been made 
of the possibilities of some of the most accessible power sites, and it has been decided to examine in greater detail the 
localities indicated by this inspection to be the most promising. Meanwhile gauging stations have been installed at the 
following places :—Wismar and Mallali on the [’emerara River; Rockstone on the Essequibo River, and Tumatumari 
on the Potaro River; and at Camaria on the Cuyuni River.

7.—SUMMARY OF INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT. 


_ Generally speaking, trade during the year was satisfactory, the principal exports of the Colony showed an all-round 
increase in volume. For example, the export of rum was doubled and there were also lar.e increase in the molasses, 
rice, lumber, timber, railway sleepers, copra and balata shipped. 


The sugar crop showed an increased yield of 91,782 tons as against 90,758 in 1923. The prices, however, were low and 
barely exceeded the cost of production. The prospects for 1925 are good. 


The position of the Rice industry has improved considerably, the yield being 314,352 bags as compared witb 236,440 ip 
the previous year. 


The Diamond industry was hampered by adverse weather conditions, the output decreased from 1,141,425 stones weigh- 
ing 214,474 carats in 1923 to 1,055,425 stones weighing 185,585 carats during the current year. 


The production of gold has also diminished due mainly to the fact that the enhanced price of di:monds attracted an 
appreciable number of those previously employed in gold mining.

METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS.

The meteorological station is situated in the Botanic Gardens, at a distance of 1°45 miles 
south of the coast-line. The hours of observation are 7 a.m., and 1 aud 6 p.m., local official time 
‘which is 3 hours and 45 minutes behind Greenwich time. ‘lhe height of the barometer is 6 
feet 6 inches above the mean sea-level. 

During the year 1924, the air temperature in the shade forthe months of January, 
February, June and December, was lower than the means recorded over the period 1846-1924. 
‘The highest temperature recorded was 89:0° on the 22ad November, while the lowest was 
69°5° recorded on the night of 18th March. The mean shade temperature for the year was 
80°5° or *1° above the averave from 1846 to 1923. The total rainfall was 86°18 inches as 
compared with 80°52 inches in the year 1923, and with 91:77 inches for the period 1880-1923. 
The monthly distribution of the rainfall was abnormal, the precipitation in January being 3°57 
inches below the averave of 1846 to 1923, while the precipitation in March was ‘28 inches or 6°41 
inches below this and was followed by June with a fall of 15°85 inches, or 4°49 inches above 
the average. For the months of July to December inclusive, the total rainfall was 8°11 inches 
higher than normal. ‘The evaporation from a free water service, 4 six feet square tank, at the 
ground level was 59:05 inches as compared with a normal evaporation of 57:90 inches; the 
evaporation for 1924 being 68°29% of the total rainfall. The total amount of the bright sunshine 
for the year was 2,671:2 hours as compared with 2,682-4 hours in 1923 and with 2,415°5 in 1922 
and was 234°6 hours above the averaye from 1846 to 1923. The mean radiation temperature 
(blackened bulb in vacuo) was 7:2° higher than normal and ‘6° higher than that of the previous 
year, the maximum monthly record during the year being 153:1° for November, while the 
highest daily record, 165°, occurred on the 31st October. The mean minimum temperature 
recorded at night on grass was 1:4° higher than the average. The mean velocity of the wind 
was 6°88 miles per hour, the maximum velocity being 18°75 miles per hour. 


MAZARUNI. 


A sub-station established at the Penal Settlement, Mazaruni River, is in longitude 538° 
38’ 45” W. and latitude 6° 23’ 35” N. at a distance of 42 miles south of the coast-line. The 
hours of observation are the same as at the main station in Georgetown. The height of 
the baromerer is 55 feet above mean sea level. 

During 1924 the mean air temperature in the shade was 78°3° F ; the maximum temperature 
recorded being 91° on the 23rd, and on the 28th of March, while the minimum, 65°, occurred on 
the 26th January, as well as on 4 nights in February. The total rainfall was 144°51 inches or 
43°41 inches higher than the averaye of preceding years. ‘The general distribution of the rainfall 
was similar to that at Georgetown except that during the month of June 5°19 inches less of rain 
fell at Mazaruni than in Georgetown. For the month of December the rainfall at this station 
was 12°81 inches in excess of that at Georgetown for the same month. Rain fell on 197 days 
in the year as compared with 204 days in Georgetown, The total amount of bright sunshine 
recorded during the year was 2,146°1 hours as compared with 2,671:2 hours at Georgetown.
